Suggests Makeup of Commission. 


“The only practicable way seems to be to’ 


make up a body somewhat after the manner 
of the creation of the charter convention of 
1905, perhaps with more citizen representa- 
tion. I would suggest a body representing 
both the governing bodiesand citizen organi- 
gations. In the absence of other initiative on 
the subject, why should not the Association 
of Commerce, the great business men’s or~ 
ganization of Chicago, take the lead ina new 
charter convention movement? 

‘‘ New ideas in city government are coming 
to the front. The commisison plan of gov- 
ernment and the city manager plan, with 
their emphasis upon simplicity, directness, 
and efficiency, should appeal espectally to 
business men. A charter drawn now or in 
the near future doubtiess would contain 
features not seriously considered by Chi- 
cago charter mekers of a few yeartago. Co- 
operation of aggressive citizen organizations 
with representatives of the governing bodies 
affected might lead to better resulte than 
could be achieved by ether agency working 
alone. 


| “Would Command Respect of People.” 


* A convention made up of representatives 
of the governing bodies and of citizen or- 
ge ons would command the respect of 
the people of Chicago if eare waa taken that 
all elements of the voting population had 
proper representation therein. I believe the 
Chicago Association of Commerce is the 
best agency for taking the initiativein bring- 
ing such a body into existence.”

Busby Explains Pian. 

Mr. Busby, speaking for both companies, 
explained the unmerged unification plan, and 
said there would be no bookkeeping trouble 
to deprive the city of any of its 56 per cent. 
The present system of through routing pro- 
vides that each company keeps the fares re- 
ceived on its cars, causing some complaints 
when south side cars entered “lean ’’ terri- 
tory on the north or west sides, and vice 
versa. This will be obviated under the pro- 
posed unification. The Railways company 
has several old power houses, barnes, ete.. 
which are not salable but can be leased, and 
it la proposed this be made possible with the 
approval of the supervising board. 


Fisher Approves Unification. 

Walter L. Fisher, who drew the 1907 trac- 
tion ordinances for the city, was asked to re- 
view the companies’ unified operation plan by 
THE TRIBUNE last evening. 7 

“ Unified operation of street railway ocom- 
panies,”’ he said, ‘ would undoubtedly be of 
great advantage to the public and to the 
companies as well. ~ 

** Most of the general principles suggested 


thei the companies’ propositions seem ‘to be 


reasonable and wise. The language used, 
however, is exceedingly general in its terms, 
and everything depends on the precise word- 
ing of the proposed ordinance. 

“The greatest care should be taken to see 
that the subway provisions of the ordinances 
of 1907 are not affected either by changing 
the legal obligations of the companies or by 
creating a situation which will make it to 
their interest to oppose prompt action by the 
city requiring the companies to advance 
funds for building a central subway system. 


Only a Temporary Relief. 

"It is an excellent thing to increage the 
capacity of the surface tracks in the central 
district during rush hours, but even this 
increase will be only a partial and temfiorary 
relief. The city already has lost years of 
valuable time by neglecting the subway pro- 
visions of the ordinances of 1907. | 

“Tt is not clearly stated in the present 
suggestions of the companies that universal 
tramsfers are to be given in the central busi- 
> ness district although I have seen it stated 
this was to be under unified operation. 

* The ordinances of 1907 expressly provide 
for universal transfers by means of the

PUZZLE IN TARIFY BILL. 


Underwood Says Several Months 


Will Be Needed to Bring 
About Lower Prices 
on Necessities. 


New York, Oct. 4.—New York bonded ware- 
houses, jammed to capacity with imports 
valued at $70,000,000, began today to dis- 
gorge themeeclves as importers released their 
products under the reduced rates of the 
new tariff law.

| would be withdrawn during the day. The 


average day’s withdrawals are 600, 


Lower Prices Need Time. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—People who ex- 
pect to find American stores selling goods at 
reduced prices today because the Under- 
wood-Simmons tariff is now law are going to 
be disappointed, in the opinion of Repre- 
sentative Underwood. It will be many 
months, Mr. Underwood believes, before the 
effect of the new tariff bill becomes appar- 
ent to the consumer. 

“It is only competition, caused by the new 
law, that is going to reduce prices,”” Mr. Un- 
derwood said, “’ Goods that merchants now 
have in stock were bought under the old 
high tariff, and until those goods are sold 
out the merchants will not accept the basis 
made by the new law. It will be several 
months before the effect of the new tariff 
on commodities is felt, and in many cases 
it may be a year.

dition that the differential should not be 
construed to abrogate or impair any exist- 
\ ing treaty between the United States and 
a foreign. nation.. 

Literally interpreted, it is said the provision 
would give a 5 per. cent decrease to goods 
in American bottoms: and automatically 
grant the same privilege to the same ships 
of the many nations ‘whose treaties with 
the United States guarantee no discrimina- 
tion between their vesséls and those of 
America. 

This. construction, which would be a hori- 
zontal reduction of 5 per cent in the tariff 
for importation from most of the great coun- 
tries of the world, involves probably $10,- 
000,000 in revenue for the government, cre- 
ating a deficit instead. of a surplus in treas- 
ury as has been estimated by the tariff 
The question undoubtedly will 
be referred ‘to President Wilson and Attor- 
ney General McRepnolds and ultimately will 
reach the United States Supreme: court. 

The state and treasury departments are 
in consultation over the effect of the pro- 
vision, the first snag in the new law. 

The departmen t of agriculture today made 
public ite regulations for the importation of 
meat under the new tariff law.

to inspection under the meat inspection act. 
This will place it on the same basis as do- 
mestic meat. Heretofore foreign meat has 
been handled under the food and drugs act, 
and has been excluded from the establish- 
ments under the inspection of the bureau of 
anima! industry. 

The regulations provide for foreign certifi- 
cations as to antemortem and postmortem 
inspection in countries in which the anjmals 
are slaughtered. In addition, meats will be 
inspected at ports of entry before admis- 
sion. To facilitate the work, a list of all 
foreign veterinary inspectors whose certifi- 
cates are acceptable to the United States 
will be furnished importers, foreign packers, 
and all interested. 

No meats that are diseased, contain harm- 
ful dyes, chemicals, preservatives, or other 
ingredients which render them or their prod- 
ucts unsound, unhealthful, unwholesome, or 
unfit for human food will be admitted. 
Wwery precaution will be taken to protect 
both the importer and the consumer. Once 
the meats are in this country they will be 
subject to the full control of the government 
under the interstate commerce act. 

The department anticipates large ship- 
ments within the next few months as a re- 
sult of the free listing of meats by the new 
tariff law.

Want to go-to jail for from six months to 
two years? Well, go to India and let the 
British government catch you in the act of 
reading Secretary of State Bryan’s “ British 
Rule in India.”’ 
that pamphlet in your possession while in 
that country, according to Basanta Koomar 
Roy, Hindu orator and scholar exiled from 
India because of his activities in aiding his 
countrymen in securing their freedom. He 
made the statement yesterday at a lunch- 
eon of the Irish Fellowship club at the Hotel 
La Salle. 

An appeal for the natives of that country, 
who were compared with the Irish who ate 
struggling for the freedom of Ireland, was 
made by Mr. Roy. He declared England 
to be brutal and barbarous in its treatment 
of India, and told of, the millions of per- 
sons who, ‘‘through famine and sickness 
brought on by misgovernment,” loge their 
lives there. | 

Tells of Ban on Book. 

The ‘reference to the pamphlet written by 
Secretary Bryan, which was published by 
him following a visit to India, was made by 


Mr. Roy to show what he believes to be the 


tyranny of the British in suppressing al) 
things intended to further the progress of the 


Hindu. : 
*“*In his pamphlet Mr. Bryan stated, ‘ The 


more I see and read of British rule in India, 


the more. unjust it seems,’”’ ‘Mr. Roy said. 
“This pamphlet ig proscribed in India. If 
found in the possession of any: native, or 
even in his home, he is immediately arrested 
and imprisoned. The penalty is from six 
months to two years in jail.”’ 

Regarding conditions in India, Mr. Roy 
said: 

“If blood: he the price of English rule— 
Lord God, we have paid it. . ee 

“In India the native population numbers 
more than- 800,000,000 of people. Out of that 
number the annual-death toH from famine 
and sickness, due to misgovernment, has 
taken more peeple than the entire population 
of Ireland. 


“Physical Exercise a Crime.” | 

“It is a crime to say, ‘ Hail, Motherland,’ in 
my country. It is a crime to go into a gym- 
nasium for physical exercise. ‘It is a crime 
to print or say anything that the government 
does not want said nor printed, or to hold 
political meetings without permission from 
the’ authorities. It is a crime to present plays 
in the theaters, or to even walk on some of 
the streets.

Our speakers have 6,000 schoolfooms to visit 
in one forenoon.’’ 

Mr. Brownell’s pamphlet hae been reissued 
by the commission and will be distributed 
among the school children. Upon the cover 
is the circular badge of the commission and 
reproductions of parts of two motion picture 
filmes representing the danger in crossing the 
street without looking in both directions.

The automobiles which are to convey the 
speakers to the schools will meet at 8 o'clock 
before the Otis building, where the commis- 
sion has its offices. They will be decorated 
with pennants and American flags.

“Mr. Hubbard saye that the department 
has been using the machines for fourteen 
years.”’ said the postmaster, ‘‘and that as 
the business has increased from time to time 
he has asked the department for more. He 
said that none of the machines have given 
any trouble, and that even if the ingides were 
old at the time of the installation, no one in 
the department was qualified to pass on them. 
He knows nothing of an investigation.”

WALKS OUT OF TUNNEL. 


Comes Forth in Good Health and 
Rejoices When He Re- 
joins Family. 


Centralia, Pa., Oct. 4—Thomas Toshesky, 
prisoner since Friday of last week in an 
abandoned chamber of the Continental mine 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal company, walked 


into the open air a free and comparatively 
well man shortly before 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing. He wag taken to hie home in Centralia, 
there miles away, and at once put to bed, ap- 


experience. 

It was 7:15 o'clock when the last barrier 
of coal wae driven away and Toshesky 
crawied through the opening from his prison 
chamber into the tunnel which had been 
steadily driven toward him by rescuers. 

Seven minutes Mater the first intimation 
was given that the big task was completed 
and the prisoner was free. This was when a 
miner crawled to the mouth of the tunnel 
and called to the top of the pit for blamkets 
and hot water to be sent down. 


Walks from Mine Tunnel. 

The work of getting the man ready for his 
exit occupied the next few minutes. To- 
shesky came from the hole with a gray 
blanket wrapped about his shoulders. Back 
of him was a miner With hands upraised, 
ready to assist if he should be needed, but 
Toshesky walked with astonishing agility, 
considering his experience. 

When he stepped onto the wooden platform 
just outside of the mouth of the narrow 
tunnel the most noticeable thing about him 
was a pallor, which shown through the grime 
on his face, contrasting strangely with the 
black faces of the other miners. 

Toshesky climbed the path to the rim of 
the pit almost unaided. A stretcher had 
been taken to the foot, and there were plenty 
of willing hands to carry him, but he would 
have none of it.

REPUBLICANS PROPOSE PLAN - 
TO CHANGE REPRESENTATION. 


New Scheme Provides That Hember of 
Delegates Shall Be Based on Vote Cast

Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—Details of the 
tentative plans suggested by the national 
Republican congressional committee for 
changes in the apportionment of delegates to 
th: national convention were made public 
today. 

The first plan provides that each sta‘e have 
four delegates at large, and for congressional 
districts one delegate for each district where 
the vote for Republican presidential electors 
in 1908 was not more than 40 cent of the 
total vote for presidential electors, two dele- 
gates if the vote was from 40 to 60 per cent, 
and. three delegates where it was more than 
60 per cent.

Seven Effigies Ordered Removed at 
the French Capital to Make Room 
for Likenesses of Others.

PARIS, Oct. 4.—The steady increase of 
statues in Paris has at last alarmed the city 
fathers, and this week the municipal council 
practically decided that in future one statue 
must be the regulation allowance to a famous 
man or woman instead of four or five, as is 
now the case in some ingtances. 

Orders have been given to take from their 
pedestals three statues of Joan of Aro, three 
of Voltaire, and one of Diderot, in order to 
make room for Beethoven, Mme. De Stael, 
Gautier, Haussmann, Bouguereau, and Tour- 
geneff, to name a few personages for whom 
monuments are being demanded daily. One 
of the firet to be honored, however, will be the 
dramatist, Victorien Sardou, whose statue 
is now being sculptured by Bartholome. 

Meanwhile, as if to make up for a deficit 
in the flesh and blood population, statues are 
being @rected in all portions of the provinces 
with unheard of zeal. Last Sunday, for in-

‘CATHOLICS HELP 
ITALY’S CABINET 


Church Vote This Month Will 
_ Go to the Support of 
» the Present Gov- 
ernment. 


AGITATION FALLS DOWN, 


Anti-Clerical Movement Designed 
to Curtail Liberty Proves 
Itself to Be a 
Failure. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D.} 

ROME, Oct. 4--The church policy of the 
‘Italian government since the pope lost his 
temporal power in 1870 has been based onan 
effort to range Italian Catholics among the 
conservatives and among the forces which 
are disruptive of national unity. Despite the 
constant claim of the holy see to a restoration 
of its temporal power, such a claim is obvi- 
ously incompatible with Italian. unity, and 
consequently makes it impossible to bring 
about a reconciliation of the quirinal and the 
vatican. 

A tacit understanding, or modus vivendi, 
has been reached in the relations between the 
government and the vatican, so that the king 
and the pope can rule in the same city. Itis 
an established fact that the vatican will nev- 
er renounce its claim to temporal power, and 
therefore the so called Roman question will 
never be solved, 


Tacitly Supports Government. 

This, however, does not prevent the exist- 
ence of unofficial relations between the gov- 
ernment and the vatican, which on excep- 
tioffal occasions improve to such an extent 
that the vatican tacitly supports the gov- 
ernment. Thus in 1878, Pope Pius IX. be- 
stowed the apostolic benediction on King 
Victor Emmanuel II, in articulo. Cardinal 
Sarto, now Pope Pius X., had a cordial audi- 
ence with King Victor Emmanuel III. at 
Venice before his election to the papacy. 

These and similar instances as well as two 
recent ones, when Cardinal Mafi had a 
private audience with the king at San Ros- 
sore and 4 military escort was furnished to 
Cardinal Agliardi on his visit to Marino to 
open the Catholic congress there, are con- 
sidered of the utmost significance, and are 
taken by some as indications of the imme- 
diate reconciliation of the vatican and the 
quirinal, As a matter of fact, they only 
indicate that the relations of the vatican and 
the government have improved to the extent 
that they are mere instances of the modus 
vivendi. 


Agitation Against Catholics. 

This sudden and unexpected improvenient 
in the relations of the church and state 
appear to some all- the more significant ow- 
ing to the fact that it follows immediately 
after a reawakening of the anti-clerical feel- 
ing in Italy. 

The Roman anti-clericals, Freemasons, So- 
clalists, Republicans, and Democrats, initia- 
ted a campaign of open hostility againgt the 
vatican on the pretext of patriotism and 
the necessity of defending the national] in- 
stitutions. They insulted and attacked the 
> Catholic gymnasts who were visiting Rome 
to pay homage to the pope, and held meet- 
ings to protest against the action of the 
government in allowing the Catholics so 
much liberty. 

All this was merely an attempt to provoke 
an agitation against the Catholics in view 
of the forthcoming general elections, The 
attempt not only failed, but caused a re- 
action among the Catholica in favor of the 
government. The Catho realized the 
necessity of aiding the gove in order 
to ward off the danger of an anti‘clerica] ma- 
jority in parliament. 


Mission from Pope. 

It is more than likely that Cardinal Mafii, 
the archbishop of Pisa, had a mission from 
Pepe Pius when he visited the king at San 
Rossore. Cardinal Agliiardi got a military 
escort because the government was aware 
that in addition to his addreas he would read 
a letter from the pope to the Catholics of 
Marino, in which allusion was made to “ the 
rights and duties of Catholics to dear, beau- 
tiful Italy which we all wish to be great 
and prosperous, but not ruled by sects.”’ 

The government in pursuance of its policy 
in getting Catholic aid in parliament pre- 
vented the meeting at Marino from being 
interrupted by protecting it with more than 
2,000 armed troops. Meanwhile, as a result 
of the government's policy the expected for- 
‘mal protest from the pope against the anti- 
clerical outrages has been delayed and will 
possibly be abandoned. 

The patriotism of Italian Catholics was 
publicly proclaimed by Cardinal Agliardi 
and 232 moderate. candidates for parliament 
will get this month the Catholic vote which 
is absolutely necessary for the government. 


DEUTSCHE BANK OFFICERS 
DENY TRUST FUND JUGGLING. 


Management Says, on Other Hand, It 
Acted Promptly and Averted a Col- 
lapse. 

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—The management of the 
Deutsche bank, replying to accusations that 
it loaded the Princes trust with unsound 
properties and thereby caused its collapse, 
claims that on the contrary it saved the trust 
from a complete collapse which would have 
shocked the whole German market. 

The bank officials say that in July the trust 
had obligations due which exceeded $15,000,- 
000 in addition to what it owed the bank. 

It also had locked up in numerous ill con- 
sidered businesses sums out of all proportion 
to its fluid capital, the officials say, which 


made disaster inevitable. 
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MAY DETHRONE MAD KING OTTO. 


Plan Frowned On a Year Ago by Prince 
Regent Ludwig Again Revived, 
Mavarian Newspapers Say. 


MUNICH, Oct. 8—The newspapers deciare 
today that the Bavarian government has re- 
vived its plan for dethroning the mad King 
Otto of Bavaria and placing the Prince Re- 
gent Ludwig on the throne. 

It suggested course at the time of the 
death of the ol ng last year, but Prince 
Ludwig vetoed the movement.

Wiseacres who are propagating this in- 
formation ass#ert regotiations are progrese- 
ing s0 smoothly thet an agreement will be 
signed, sealed, and delivered by Christmas- 
time. As naval nivalry ie the paramount 
issue between Britain and Germany, the deal 
myst, of course, concern warship bullding. 
and if we may believe the reports persistently 
making the rounds of the Berlin diplomatic 
corps, it is on the burning question of dread-~ 
naughts that John Bull and Michel are about 
to come together. 

Change for Better Noted, 

Whether matters have really reached a 
po-nt to justify such rosy hopes or not. it is 
an unmisiakable and undeniable fact that 


or nine months have undergone a radical 
cnange for the betier. The atmosphere is 
perceptibly relieved of the explosiveness with 
which it had so long been charged. Press 
recriminations are fewer and farther between 


chief makers on both sides of the North sea. 

German and British diplomac3 discovered 
during the tortuous course of the negotiations 
leading up to the settlement of the Balkan 
troubles that the two countries possess many 
interests in common and that each can attain 
its end more quickly by codperation than by 
antagonism. 

While this is a self-evident proposition té 
sensible citizens of both countries, the ques- 
tion of the fleet is the issue of issues with Ger- 
many as far as England is concerned. No 
rapprochement, understanding, or scheme of 
friendship ‘of any description or dimensions 
which leaves the problem of naval strength 
unsolved could possibly banish the nightmare 
of an Anglo-German clash from Europe’s 
mind, If the statesmen of London and Berlin 
have really hit upon a plan of laying that 
specter the world is om the threshold of @ 
momentous political event. 


Colossal Sacrifices Made.

German Scandal Startles. 

Germany has contributed its full quota te 
the world’s supply of scandal in recent times, 
though there is an inclination among the 
kaiser’s subjects to look upon America as the 
record holder tn that unsavory direction. 

The sensational revelations now gradually 
coming to light at Breslau, the capital of the 
province of Silesia, promige to stir up the 
country to an almost unprecedented degree. 
Details are unprintable outside the columns 
of the German newspapers, which are ac- 
customed to call these things unblushingly 
by their right names. All that can be told 
readers of Tue TRIspune is that the scandal 
involves the Illicit relations of ‘dozens of 
prominent business and professional men 
with school girlg between the ages of 12 
and 16. 

Kight men already have cheated the law 
by committing suicide, fourteen are under 
arreat, and ten or twelve others have fied. 
The pcepce have under surveillance no less 
than seventy-two girls, against whom seri- 
ously incriminating evidence has been ob- 
tained, either by confession or the confie- 
cation of clandestine correspondence. Bres- 
lau and all Silesia are shaken to the founda- 
tions by the scandal. It threatens to attain 
still wider dimensions as the investigationy 
of the police and prosecuting authorities 
proceed. 

Parents Allowed Misdeeds. 

The most painful feature of the affair is 
the discovery that the parents of many of 
the girls, who belong to lower class families, 
deliberately acquiesced in the misdeeds of 
their children. The mien involved are re- 
cruited from the highest circles of Bresler: 
business and social life. The suicides include 
a military officer, an ex-police official, an 
architect, a hotel proprietor, two merchants, 
and a manufacturer, and among the arrested 
persons are a physician, a brewer, and a 
dentist. The nature and ramifications of 
the scandal promise to outrival in horror 
the revelations of the notorious Sternberg 
case in Berlin in 1900, which concerned the 
relations of a millionaire banker with school- 
girls, procurers, and corrupt police officials.

Lawyers Advocate Lying.

They argued that no lawyer 
ought to be under the constraint of “ giving 
away his client's case’’ by having to tell the 
full and unrestricted truth Others lebored 
the point thet they go into court to establish 
their client’s contention and not to advance 
the cause of morality in seneral, and that 
their duty is preéminentiy to win cases. |

Scandalized by Attitude.

American Business Invasion. 

Former Gov. nédwin Warfield of Maryland, 
president of a fidelity and deposit company 
of Baltimore, is in Berlin arranging to estab- 
lish his corporation in Germany. After three 
years of deliberation the imperial govern- 
ment has just issued the neceseary license. 

The bonding and guaranteeing of officials 
and employés by a United States corporation 
will be the very latest form of the American 
invasion in Germany. The Baltimore com- 
pany will find practically virgin field here, 
as bonding is still done for the most part on 
the old fashioned system of getting a friend 
or a rich relative to tie up actual cash as

Referring to the performances 
of the army the Strassburger Post says: 

“As the kaiser said in his farewell ad- 
Gress to the troops, which operated before 
his expert gaze for three days in Silesia, the 
army again has given proof that the train- 
ing of our military establishment has reached 
a very high state of perfection and that 
the army is an instrument of war on which 
the fatherland may rely. This impres- 
sion is certain to have been borne in upon 
the numerous military dignitaries from 
abroad who witnessed the maneuvers. It 
is well that they should go back home with 
it very deeply rooted in their minds.” 


Lauds Strength at Sea. 

Referring to the maneuvers of the fleet, 
the North German Gazette, the official mouth- 
piece of the government, anys: 

“ We must not be discouraged by the fact 
that there are fleets which are stronger in 
fighting unite than our own. It was Frederick 
the Great who used to remind his. generals 
that numerical inferiority was made up to 
a certain and not incongsiderable degree by 
energetic offensive tactics. .. It was 
of more than ordinary significance that our 
naval maneuvers this year were attended by 
a Mstinguished officer of the fleet of oyr 
Italian ally, the Duke of the Abruzzi.

feseed himself guilty, and hie escape from 
| any penalty would have constituted a viola- 
tion of that axiom of the common law in 
_America as well as in Great Britain that every 


wrong has ite remedy. 


Tried in France. 

France, like Italy and Holland, insists upon 
its sole right to mete out justice to ite citl- 
zens within its jurisdiction, no matter where 
the crime has been committed. 

In this connection I recall the case of a 
Frenchman who wae arrested at Dunkirk 
in 1805, at the instance of the Argentine 
Republic, for a particularly shocking murder 
at Buenos Aires. There was no doubt of the 
man’s guilt. His own admission and evi- 
dence were amply sufficient to secure his 


However, Gabriel Hanotaux, the Academi- 


eign affairs in Paris at the time, absolutely 


| declined to turn over the man to the Argen- 


tine government, on,the ground that it was 
contrary to French law, and, accordingly, 
the ‘murderer was tried at Dunkirk and sen- 
tenced by a French tribunal to imprisonment 
with penal servitude for life. 


America at Disadvantage. 

The United States is at a distinct disadvan- 
tage in its relations with most foreign nae- 
tions on the subject of extradition. It en- 
counters refusals to its demands upon Euro- 
pean governments for the extradition of their 
subjects who have commited crimes in the 
United States, but is constrained by motives 
of policy to surrender its own citizens, ac- 
cused of crimes abroad, to the authorities of 
the country which has been the scene of the 
offense, its reason for this being that it has 
ho means of itself punishing such crimes, 
even when it is especially anxious to do so. 

The federal government grants to every 
American citizen abroad protection, and 
thereby renders itself responsible for ‘his 
good behavior. If he misbehaves himself 
there the United States should have the 
means Of punishing him, and congress should 
accomplish this by enacting some statute 
bringing crimes perpetrated by American 
citizens abroad within the jurisdiction of the 
federal courts of the United States.

hand and working it until it is smooth 
go there is no danger of it making a smudge 
or being too dark, Miss Keane uses it in 
broad sweeps from the upper edge of lashes 
right up to the brows in the corners of the 
eyes toward the nose. 

This serves to emphasize their depth. A 
goodly quantity of blue is also used under 
the eyes for the same purpose, and they 
are lengthened by cosmetic “‘Vs" in the 
outer corner. 


Unlike most actresses, Miss Keane does 
not bead her lashes, but simply takes some 
of this very useful blue between her thumb 
and forefinger and puts it on her eye- 
lashes—in quite generous lumps. 


Very often some of the blue strays inside 
the rim of the lashes, but this is easily 
remedied by painting it out with a ‘tiny 
soft paint brush and some pinkish grease 
paint, and besides it makes the eyes look 
larger and wide open. 

‘Miss Keane has broad, soft eyebrows which 
are a medium distance above her eyes, lend- 
ing a thoughtful expression to her face. 
Unfortunately they have to be entirely ob- 
literated. This is accomplished by the use 
of a stick of flesh colored grease paint. Some 
black cosmetic on a small wooden palette 
ia heated above a candle flame and with 
a brush dipped in the cosmetics she paints a 
new pair of thin, black eyebrows, this time 
arched high above-the eyes, producing the 
blasé expression necessary to the part.

T times when I have been overwhelmed 
by the clamor of critics for having at- 
tempted to ally myself with Eugene 
Brieux, the great French moralist, in 
his fight against what Bernard Shaw 

has aptly called “‘ the conspiracy of silence,”

nian apothegm, which runs as follows: 

‘“‘Some hypocrites and seeming mortified 
men that held down their heads like bul- 
rushes were like the little images that they 
place in the very bowing of the vaults of 
churches, that look as if they held up the 
church but are but puppets.” 

There have been many such puppets posing 
as pillars of society and persistently protest- 
ing ever since it was first announced that 
Brieux’s ‘“‘ Damaged Goods ” would be given 
public performance in America, but those of 
us who believe that willful ignorance is the 
only unforgivable gin should find encourage- 
ment in the fact that the history of progress 
in all ages proves the beneficent effect of 
vitriolic attack.

length of time she is away from the stage. 


Look at her costume when she leaves and 
when she reappears. If you keep accurate 
count you will see that a chorus girl can 
change her costume, including her hat, dress, 
shoes, and gloves in less time than it takes 
the average society woman to adjust her 
hat. ! | 

The woman who changes her costume three 
times each day and accomplishés each 
change in an hour's time believes that she 
has learned the secret of quick dressing. The 
shop girl who dresses in half/an hour thinks 
that. she, too, knows a great deal about 
rapid dressing. But the chorus girl, who 
must change her costume seven or eight 
times in three hours, is the only real expert 
in changing her costume, 

Two of Chicago's present musical comedies, 
“ The Lady of the Slipper and “A Trip to 
Washington,” are demonstrating daily how 
rapidly girls may dress and &étill appear well 
groomed. In each of these musical plays

At mat- 
inées they serve teA& and they are enthusi- 
astic about this opportunity to study and 
chat. To change dress, hat, and shoes, and 
study French is a busy half hour, at best. 


The next change is for the second act. 
There is fifteen minutes here and a court 
costume must be worn. Shoes, stockings, 
bloomers, dress, and headdress are put on, 
and, as the hair is worn high, it must be taken 
down and “ put up ”’ again. 


The “ big’ number follows (it ts the Bag- 
dad number) and again the entire costume is 
changed, from a court costume to one of ori- 
ental splendor and the time taken for this is 
fifteen minutes. This is followed by a quick 
change to the “drums” number, in which 
high boots are worn and these must be put on 
and laced, skirt, belt, and hat must be put 
on and there is ten minutes for this.

In the new and well appointed dressing 
rooms of the La Salle everything is arranged 
so as to be handy for the girls who are to 
change-their costumes.

In interesting contrast appears Dr. Muck’s 
brief announcement-of new works and reviv- 
als: for the Boston orchestra’s programs.

It is interesting. to trace the development 
of the museum idea in this country since the 
year 1802, when the short lived American 
Academy of Fine Arts was founded to house 
@ collection of casts. Chancellor Livingston, 
who had represented the young republic in 
Paris, was its leader, and associated with 
him were Aaron Burr and De Witt Clinton, 
statesmen: John Trumbull and Robert Ful- 
ton, painters, for Fulton painted portraits 
before he invented'the steamboat. ~

In 1804 the New York Historical society was 
founded, wheréin a ‘certain space was to be 
devoted to pictures of important events—his- 


torical memorfals rather than works of art. 


The next yeaf, 1805, saw.the beginning in 
Philadelphia ofthe Pennsylvania ‘Academy 
of the Fine Arts, which has thus the honor of 
being the oldest. institution of art in the 
United States. The National Academy -of 
Design was founded, in New York im 1825 in 


_ tmitation of the Royal Academy of London, 


with a fixed number of members and asso- 
ciliates, a system which it still follows. The 
National academy, however, though the old- 
est New York institution of art, is not a mu- 
geum. In 1844 the New York Gallery of Fine 
Arts, long sinee defunct, attempted to serve 
this purpose, dnd ten years later the Cooper 
Union was founded. But it was not until the 
establishment of the Metropolitan in 1870 
that New York achieved a real museum of 
art. And this’was not the first in the state, 
for the Buffalo. Fine Arts academy, now the 
Albright Art gallery, dates from 1862. 

The Corcoran gallery of art was begun tn 


"Washington in 1859, but the war interrupted 


all art progress in this country, and devoted 
the unfinished building to military use. It 
was not until 1869 that W. W. Corcoran, its 
donor, finished the gallery and placed in it his 
own treasures as the nucleus of its collection. 
The federal government has but recently 
risen to the great idea of a national gallery, 
although the Smithsonian institution has 
been for over sixty years the legal custodian 
of its works of art. By accepting the Freer 
and the Harriet Lane Johnston collections in 
1906, and the Evans collection in 1907, it has. 
embarked upon what will be, let us hope, a 
long and distinguished career as art owner

If the motorist would take the trouble to 
lay out a plan of inspection he would save 
many little repair. bills. It wouldnot be diffi- 
cult to prepare a schedule for this inspedc- 
tion, setting certain times in a week for 
certain parts, and following the schedule 
carefully. Things that need inspection— 
although only a couple of times a year, per- 
haps—are the wheels. The spokes are held 
together between flanges with long bolts 
through them. AH the power of drive) is 
transmitted through these bolts and spokes 
before finally reaching the felloes and tires. 
- Ff the nuts holdings the bolts become loos- 
ened—as they will when the wood in the 
spokes dries out some, and through the play 
that naturally comes around the bolts— 
there will bea steady gain in the wear, with 
the result that it will not take much of a 
blow or side pressure to break something 
and cause a letdown. 

The wheels are often removed to adjnet 
the brakes, or for some other purpose, and 
then is the time to make the inspection of 
the bolts and nuts, and totighten them. It 
is well, too, to rivet over the heads of the 
bolts after the nuts have been tightened, 
for otherwise the constart, vibration may 
cause the nuts to become loosened. 

Usually whén these nuts have been taken 
up once, after the first year of use, they will 
not require attention for another year, 

~o 

Bodies also need attention after some serv- 
ice. A car that has seen a good deal of 
service for a couple of years will be found 
to rattle in many parts of the body, partic- 
ularly upon hot days. Then, if the car has 
been washed, or has been standing in the 
rain, it will be noticed that there is hardly 
a sound coming from any part. This is be- 
cause the water hascaused the wood parts to 
ewell, thus eliminating the loosnéess and 
rattle. , 1 

Such facts demonstrate the necessity of 
having the body looked over and kept paint- 
ed, for the paint will suffice to fill in any 
cracks and prevent to a large extent the 
rattle that comes in the manner stated.

Those of you who do not happen to have 
carburetors fitted with some form of choker 
to shut off the initial supply of air entering 
the carburetor should see to it that sucha 
device is fitted before cold weather sets in.

One is to provide 
yourself with a radiator cover, which can be 
let down while the car is not in use, and 
which will help the motor to retain an aston- 
ishingly large supply of heat. Again, if the 
weather is below zero, this hood can be par- 
tially. closed, so as to keep the water and 
the motor at a good temperature, which 
makes easy starting, prevents freezing, and 
spells economy in the matter of fuel as well. 

It is a disagreeable piece of work to be 
compelled to spread a laprobe over the radia- 
tor when a hood can be procured The robe 
is apt to become soiled, and besides it is far 
from adding anything to the good appearance 
of the machine.

You will drive your car more the coming 
winter than you did last year, and you will 
want to supply yourself with a quantity of 
anti-freezing mixture of some sort. There is 
nothing so good ase plain denatured alcohol, 
which can be procured for from 55 to 60 
cents a gallon when taken in five gallon lots. 
Lay in five gallons, and in a future issue you 
will be told the manner in which to use it and 
the amount necessary to protect your motor 
against all temperatures.

“In one instance which may be cited from 
similar instances the heifer calves from a 
cow with an average production of 11,890 
pounds of milk and 404 pounds of butter fat 
per year for three consecutive years were 
sold to the butcher as soon as the milk was 
good. This practice, though as ruinous to 
the individual dairyman as to the dairy busi- 
ness as a whole, is only too common in the 
intensive dairy region of northern Illinois 
and has led the department of dairy hus- 
bandry to undertake an experiment to deter- 
mine the minimum amount of whole and 
skim milk required to raise a calf success- 
fully.”

Milk Cost Not Excessive. 

In summing up the results of the feeding 
experiments the report says: 

“The figures in table 5 show that the cost 
of milk required to raise a calf successfully 
is not excessive. Experienced dairymen say 
the heifers they raise from their best cows 
produce as much during their firet lactation 
period as do the average mature cows they 
can buy. The department of dairy husband- 
ry has weighed and tested the milk of a 
large number of individual cows in the dairy 
herds over the state, thus obtaining their 
yearly production, and it finds the average 
annual production of the cows in the herds 
where grading has not been practiced {s 177.6 
pounds of butter fat, making an annual 
profit of $5.33 per cow, while the average 
annual production of the cows in herds where 
grading has been practiced is ‘263 pounds of 
butter fat, making an annual profit of $25.86 
per cow, This means that the average cow 
in the herds where grading has been prac- 
ticed earns for its owner $20.58 more annual- 
ly than the average cow in the herds where 
grading has not been practiced, or practical- 
ly five times as much. 

“ This annual advantage of $20.58 to offset 
the care, trouble, and cost of raising the 
heifers from the best cows makes evident 
at once the fallacy of the belief that milk at 
the market price is too expensive to feed 
even good calves. If one considers that 
$20.53 is equal to 5 per cent interest on $410 
it certainly makes the cost of the milk .re- 
quired for the calf ($4.62) look insignificant.”

“There are many farmers who would 
take such a boy and woman, paying them 
both fair wages, giving them @ small house, 
truck patch, and cow be$iucs, the woman to 
do housework for the farmer's wife. The 
boy is plenty old enough to do most any kind 
of farm work the way in which it is done 
now, for the work is light, most all riding 
and doing chores, milking, ete. In this way 
he would get the experience at the other fel- 
low’s cost and would gave both time and 
money and at the end of three years he 
would know whether he would want to bea 
farmer. Many young men have false illu- 
sions concerning farm life. | :

is contained in the year book of the Texas 
state department of agriculture for the year 
1909, the last report of the kind published 
by the department: 

“ Harria county is situated in the south- 
eastern portion of the state. Trinity bay 
forms its southeastern boundary. It is 
bounded by the counties of Waller, Mont- 
gomery, Liberty, and Chambers on the east; 
by Galveston, Brazoria, and Fort Bend coun- 
ties on the south, and by Fort Bend and 
Waller counties on the west. 

“The dividing line between the timbered 
region of eastern Texas and the prairies of 
western Texas passes through the county, 
mainly along the line of Buffalo bayou. 
This bayou is being converted into a ship 
channel oonnecting Houston with deep water, 
and it is expected that heavy draft ocean 
going vessele will soon be able to anchor 
at the wharves of this city. Already smaller 
sea going craft are regularly plying to and 
fro. 

“Good drinking water can be obtained 
from ordinary wells of moderate depth. 
There is a fine stratum of artesian water 
underlying the county. The water supply of 
Houston, except for fire protection, is ob-. 
tained from this source. 

“The surface of the county is generally 
level. The soil varies. There is the light 
sandy soil of the ridges, the rich mellow 
loam of the creek and river bottoms, the de- 
cayed vegetable mold of the prairie and 
densely wooded regions, and the peat beds 
of the marshes and meadows, which make 
the county land adapted to almost every agri- 
cultural purpose. 

“Corn, cotton, rice, oats, white and sweet 
potatoes, millet, hay, and sugar cane are 
grown with great success. Market gardep- 
ing is an important industry. Vegetables 
are grown in great quantities. 

“ Oranges and other citrus fruits, melons, 
and small fruits, including strawberries and 
other berries and flowers are grown on & 
commercial scale. 

“The rainfall is sufficient for all ordinary 
purposes, but there are several large irriga- 
tion systems and smaller plants that furnish 
water for the rice flelds and for instance 
truck and other farming and for fruit cul- 
ture. 

“There are large live stock interests in 
the county. The dairying industry has 
grown to considerable magnitude. Two first 
class creameries are located in Houston. 
There are many thousand stands of bees in 
Harris county that produce honey for the 
local market.”

It is true that the women of England have 
everything but the pariiamentary vote, but 
that is the vote which carries power in 
England. They have had municipal suffrage 
for many years, which means in Engiand ad- 
ministrative power, but not legislative power. 
The English women have the right to elect 
officials, but they do not have any right to 
say what laws should be drawn up and en- 
forced by these officials. Municipal suffrage 
in England does not include as many privi- 
leges as it does here in the United States. 
The laws regarding women are unequal in 
England. The property, marriage, divorce, 
and labor laws for wqmen are unjust. The 
average wage of women in England is $1.75 
a week. The divorce jaws are most unfair. 
A man may obtain a divorce from his wife on 
the grounds of infidelity, while a woman 
must charge extreme cruelty as well as in- 


fidelity against a man in order to obtain her |

THE CHIEF CHARMS OF A 
WOMAN’S BEAUTY. YOU

,T is hard to understand why the great 
majority of women accept each and every 
new fashion as if it were becoming to 
them. Following too closely the prevail- 
ing fads is where women make the most 
mistakes in dressing. 
ment of the hair, particulafly, do we see 

the most glaring errors due to the blind following of 
set rules of fashion. 

It is well to remember that fashions are made by 
every woman according to the manner in which she 
adapts certain lines and rules te her own personal 


‘requirements and should never be followed blindly as 


set down by any one person. The best appearing 
woman is the one who by her simplicity and good taste 
stands apart with an individuality all her own. Just as 
surely as people have different colored hair and eyes, 
and nosés of various shapes, all of which bear upon 
the arrangement of th> hair, just so surely does each 
individual require an arrangement of the hair to conr- 
form. 

The hair should be dressed naturally, as far as the 
skill of each woman can make it appear natural. The 
line of the head should be of the first. consideration. 
To destroy and lose all contour and outline of the head 
ig to destroy one of the chief charms of a woman's 
beauty. The line of the brow, above the ear, and the 
nape of the neck are points of beauty which should not 
be disregarded for some idiotic fad of fashion. 

If you will notice the arrangement of the hair upon 
the classical statues you will see that the hair is 
always drawn back naturally from the brow and from 


the temples to the center of the head or to just above | 


the nape of the neck, but at all times the contour of 
the head is clear and unbroken. You can secure the 


right contour only by critical examination from every | 


point of view, the back, and sides being important. 
‘Study the individual lines of your head.

All hair should so frame the face as to conceal 


defects and set off its greatest attractions. What 
covering does your forehead call for; your chin, your 
nose? At what height can you wear your hair? To 
determine this, there is the mirror for full face, for 
alde face. Let me explain it to you. 

Pin a large piece of white wrapping paper to the 
wall Set a lamp on a table at a short distance from 
this wall and place yourself between lamp and paper. 
The shadow on the white ground will give your sil- 
houettea. Let some one outline that silhouette with 4 
Piece of charcoal. Unpin your paper, fasten it on the 
wall of your bedroom and look at it twenty times 4 
@ay. First, you will discover that you have madé the 
mistake most common to woman—of having too great 
® mass of hair on your head or too small a one 
Second, your forehead probably is not covered enoug\ 
er too much, or your knot of hair is not so placed as 
to give balance to your head. Third, you will discov er 
. that a hard, straight line can well afford to be eacrit 
ficed to a softening wave. And so on. 

Study your silhouette. Don't put down as false 
Vanity the giving of time or thought to the question 
ef adding to your personal beauty. It is a duty every 
Woman owes herself. Remember, your coiffure either 
Mars or makes your appearance. Imagine what would 
be the effect on your large nose if the hair on your 
forehead were pushed a trifle forward; on your small 
$me if your fringe were shorter and the nose, jutting 
out from the base of your perpendicular brow, gained 
in character and emphasis.

For a Heavy Chin. 

Wouldn’t it help to balance your square jaw and chin, 
and soften them perhaps a little, if you lowered that 
Knot of hair from the top of your head to the back of 
Your neck? In your mind’s eye shift the knot up and 
down. Where does it look best? Here is a rule that 
will help you: Follow the direction of your nose from 
tip to bridge. Continue the line in imagination up 
through your head, and where it comes out on the 
crown is the exact forward boundary of your chignon.

forehead, too, responds best to a mass of hair fairly 
high on the head. The heavy chin calls for the hair 
done low on the neck, But a woman with a heavy chin 
should never wear a straight, flat bang. If she conceals 
her forehead she leaves nothing in the upper part of 
the face to balance the overweighted lower half.

The Psyche knot is becoming to women. with small 
noses or medium. It adds to the length of the nose. 
For this reason it should be religiously avoided by 
the woman with a long, thin nose. | 

The hair brought over the ears in any fashion em- 
phasizes nose, chin, and’ mouth. Herein lies the abuse 


of the ear lappet; for an ear lappet whose line on the 


cheek repeats the line of the nose, or that runs in 
exactly the opposite direction from the) nose, exagger- 


ates its size and shape. On the other hand, an éar 


lappet coming fairly on to the cheek bone and neither 
repeating the line of the nose nor running counter to 
it greatly diminishes and softens that feature. A rigid 
ear lappet will spoil any face, however,

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A jeweled comb will dim the luster of bright eyes 
and add years to a pretty face. 


Hair in glossy coils or braids entirely surrounding 
the head, while extreme for most women, will set off 
wonderfully the contour of a well shaped head and 
add much dignity. 

Girls of 14 and 15 may wear their hair parted in the 
center or combed back in a soft pompadour and fast- 
ened at the neck with a barrette, allowing the hair to 
fall in a lovely curl. For straight hair the plaited 
mode, with the ends of the hair fastened with a bar- 
rette, is effective and pretty. At about 16 or 17 the 
hair is generally worn up on the head. The hair should 
then be arranged over the brow and ears and low on 
the neck, so that youthful grace and charm will not be 
sacrificed. The three low coils is an extremely. pretty 
style for “sweet sixteen” if she has plenty of hair. 

It is a mistake to dress the hair down over your 
forehead so that your eyebrows are hidden. There are 
many reasons why the hair should be dressed in a 
manner to show the brow, and not to cover it. The 
brow is the most intelligent portion of your physiog- 
nomy. Some women look like monkeys with hair cover- 
ing their eyebrows—especially if they have small fea- 
tures. Observe a girl at a little distance with her hair 
banded down over her brow, hiding her eyebrows, A 
lack of intelligent expression in her face is plainly 
noted. Then look at the girl whose brow is uncovered. 
You will see outline, intelligence, and freshness ex- 
pressed.

Small Head Mark of Beauty. 


In the study of contour, which is one of the frst 
rules of beauty, \you will see that the perfect oval 
must include the brow from the hair line to the chin. 
If the upper part of the oval is hidden by hair half of 
the beauty is destroyed. Do not follow any hairdress- 
ing mode that will distort the beauty of contour and 
give an expression of stupidity to the face. Even the 
youngest and most demure face may be made to look 
hard and uninteresting with the brow entirely covered 
by hair. Can anything be more Beautiful than a clear 
eyed girl with her soft, fluffy curls drawn up from her 
brow loosely, showing. her forehead, white and pure 
and intelligent? 

There must be an utter absence of stiffness in the 
arrangement of an attractive coiffure, everything being 
soft and lightly dressed, -But the effect must be neat 
and the silhouette perfect. Be careful not to make 
your head look any larger than necessary. Remember 
that the ancient Greeks, who were the most beautiful 
people the world has ever known, considered a small 
head a mark of beauty. 

Now for a word about hair ornanients, 
all your imitation jewelry, which you thinks adds to 
the attractiveness of your headdress. There is nothing 
so unlovely and so vulgar as 4 lot of combs and pins

Your coiffure either makes or mars your appearance 


and paste diamonds in the hair. The money you spend 
on tawdry ornamentation would be a million times 
better invested in good brushes to keep the hair in @ 
clean and healthy condition, or in learning to dress the 
hair becomingly. No woman is prod of her hair who 
will decorate it with paste jeweled combs and barrettes, 
ribbons, lace, or artificial fowers. Lovely hxir is suffi- 
cient and regal adornment to any head. The hair is 
much more effective when not ornamented. After see- 
ing heads like strange travesties of humanity, bristling 


with mad looking plumage and hung with an overplus - 


of jewels, comprising strings of pearls, rough, uncut 
stones, and what not, it is a positive joy at the theater 
or opera to rest the eyes upon a well cared for, becom- 
ingly dressed head of hair, entirely without ornamenta- 
tion. 

A slight concession may be made, however, in favor 
of two short white ostrich tips set at one side of the 
head for the evening coiffure. There is nothing in them 
to vex the vision of those who sit behind them at the 
opera, and they have an air at once charming, piquant, 
and dignified. A pretty conceit is the adjustment of 


perfume cones in the hair. These cones are tiny, made 
of silk to match the hair, and contain a few drops of 
some rare perfume, which spreads its fragrance through 
the hair. In the choice of her perfume, too, a woman 
may exercise an individuality all her own. 

Remember: The selection of a style that is individual 
and becoming will save you from the mistakes in drese- 
ing most common to women.

I belfeve every girl seeking employment in 
the home should have at least a fair under- 
standing of housework and demand and ac- 
dept wages according to her ability. 

If she intends to do household work fora 
livelihood why not learn it and do it properly, 
the same way that any other business or 
profession is carried on? There is nothing 
menial about the work (as so many girls seem 
to think) if one goes at it in a systematic 
Way; any work that is not systemized be- 
comes slavish. And the mistress should see 
that there is a day and time set apart for 
éach work. I had had one servant girl for 
thirteen years, when she married, six years 
ago, and I have had one since: I employed

will need. I fit the pattern over the paper, 
marking the dimensions, instead of cutting: 
I utilize the waste bits in all possible man- 
ner, and rearrange the pattern over the 
paper many times, until I have arrived at 
the absolute minimum of waste.

SATIN. OUTLINE, ALLOVER 


AND DARNING STITCHES 


Dressmakers are using hand embroidered 
bands in unusual ways to give to their win- 
ter models that individuality characteristic 
ox: the fashionable gown. These three bunds 
are typical of the new trimmings. They 
may be developed in rope silks or crewel 
wools, using satin, outline all over and darn- 
ing stitches in the color of the material or in 
several harmonious colors, if you wish. 

The clever woman will find innumerable 
ways of using these designs in the prepara- 
tion of the children’s wardrobe as well az her 
own winter outfit. Practical ideas for placing 
these embroidered bands are suggested by 
the illustrations which appear on this page. 

There are two ways to apply the design to 
the material unon which you wish to work it. 


If your material is sheer—such as handker- 
chief linen, lawn, batiste, and the like—the 
simplest method is to lay the material over 
the design and with a well pointed pencil 
draw over each line.

These are all of the reasons and the only 
reasons why woman’s “ Serning beauty.” is 
lovelier than man’s. 

“The scalp is like a sil, “Yeaye Dr. Guelpa. 
“Hair closely resembles the vegetation that 
grows upon the real soil. Whep the scalp is 
neglected or given a wrong treatment the hair 
on it does just as the grass does if the soil on 
which it grows does not receive sufficient 
moisture and care or when the soil is too 
“poor.” 

According to Dr. Guelpa, a stiff hat is a 
mistake, because any sort af a hard, stiff hat 
constricts the blood vegselg that nourish the 
scalp and causes the scalp to resemble un- 
nouyished soil, thus killing the hair. 

Hair that is kept short is usually unhealthy 
hair, because clipping the hair exposes the 
scalp and leaves the delicate roots unprotected 
and at the mercy of dust, winds, heat, and 


cold.. The natura! oils which form are hard- - 


ened by the cold or softened by heat, and can- 
not perform their duty as well as if protected. 
In summer a man with short hair frequently 
burns the roots of his hai¥ because he ventures 
into the sun without the needed protection of 
a soft hat or cap. 

Too much food causes fat to form directly 
under the skin, and in addition to the flesh 
and skin layer there is a fat layer near the 
skull. This fat layer causes the hair to die. 
That is*wne reason why fat men are more 
liable to be bald than slender men are. 


Genius Is Never Redheaded.

HARLES KASSEL of England recent- 
ly veviewed the biographies of the 
eminent people of the world and says 
that as far as he has been able to dis- 

cover history-shows no genius ever had red 
hair, Alone among the poets was {winburne, 
whose hair was on the reddish order, and 


among the reformers was John Bunyan. But | 


the real red hair appears nowhere linked to 
worldwide fame. 

Neither can the flaxen haired blonde con- 
sider himself in the company of geniuses, 
though Thackeray’s hair has been described as 
yellow.

Perhaps his theory is responsible to a cer- 


tain extent for-the fact that there are so 
many more women than men in most civilized 
countries, though a certain English author- 
ity gives as a plausible explanation the fact 
that women throw off disease more readily. 
Statistics show that 105 boys are born te 
every 100 girls, but the girl has a much bet- 
ter chance of attaining maturity than the boy. 

From the third to the fifteenth year the

mortality for both sexes is the same; from 
the fifteenth to the nineteenth, the critical 
year for the girl, the girl’s chances are but 
slightly better than the boy’s; from the thir- 
tieth year to the thirty-fifth the mortality 
is smaller than among men and continues 
smaller until the seventieth year. Then for 
a decade and a half the sexes have the same 
chance of survival, but above eighty-five 
women again stand a much better chance 
than men. 


To account for this difference, the statis- 
tician points out that) woman has a much © 


greater resilience in shaking off diseases that 
man. It is true that a man’s physical 
strength is greater than a woman's, but a 
woman’s power of resistance is much more 
robust. : 

One reagon for this is that a woman pos- 
sesses a finer perception of her power of 
endurance than a man and when her per- 
ception warns her of fatigue she stops. A 
man does not stop until his power is ex- 
hausted. His nervous system ‘is not as finely 


organized as a woman's, and as Mosso, the 


Italian physiologist, has pointed out, men and 
women are entirely dependent on their nerves 
for. caution not to overexert. And while it 
{s true that women more easily contract dis- 
eases, particulariy nervous and mental dis- 
eases, than men, they overcome them with 
greater ease.

of Herculaneum and Pompeii represents a- 


hendsome young Greek woman dreseed in a 
hobble skirt so narrow that you wonder how 
she ever managed to walk in it. A little 
Etruscan figure shows that some women 
went further and donned the divided skirt 
and Turkish ite wel as did this comely 
maid. 

Still .another statue shows that the style 
of skirt so popular this season was no less 
popular in the days of Pompeii. The statue 
shows a Greek society woman who has just 
returned from her gardens where she has 
been picking fruit; She has taken off her 
hat, but the rest of the costume suggests a 
modish spring suit; The jacket is cut away 
and short.. The skirt is draped in a number 


of narrow, graceful folds that are caught up 


at one side. This graceful overskirt gives 
the appearance of being comfartable, but this 
is a blind to hide the extremely tight under- 
skirt. 

Everybody who ‘has sindied the statues of 
the graceful Aphrodite, in which she is shown 
wearing a draped skirt, slashed in front, is 
reminded of the modern gown that reveals 
a silk petticoat and hose. 

The militant Athena, to be seen in the 
mnseum at Dresden, is so up to date that 
she objects to wearing any petticoat. She 
prefers showing the outline ‘of her figure 
through a transparent skirt.

_ This skull, in a fragmentary stage, was 
discovered last year by Charles Dawson, F, 
S. A., and created | ‘great excitement among 
scientists, It was in such small fragments 
that it has takep until the present time, to 
reconstruct a portent and correct skull out 
of it. 

The skull was lanparthed from a pit at Pilt- 
down commons, Sussex, where professors 
from the London | ' Geological, society have 
worked for several years. 

There is nothing graceful or beautiful 
about ithe shape of the skull of the oldest 
woman. She was evidently a semi-simian, 
combining the traits and characteristics of a 
human being and an ape. Scientists regard 
her as the one known specimen of the real

Much Fame Due to Luck. 

It is Ibsén’s theory that much of the fame 
which great men receive is due to luck fully 
as much as to their own great talent. 

“No matter how important a human bde- 
ing is,” says Ibsen, “he cannot force his 
way if he lives at the wrong time and in 
the wrong place.” We know of only one 
Napoleon, he says. But there were many 
more Napoleons who remain unknown to us 
“because the chance for success did not 
appear, and they had to go under in silence 
and darkness.” It was “a pure chance,” he 
says, “that turned Luther from jurispru- 
dence to theology and paved the way for him 
to become a great religious reformer. It 
was chance that put Bismarck in a position 
which enabled him to stamp German history 
with his personality.” 

“A human being’s advancement,” says 
Ibsen, “is cohditioned by circumstances over 
which he has no control.” 

He eulogizes the great army of geniuses 
who have never seen th® light of eternal 
fame because they were unlucky, because 
they lived in a wrong age, or have not had 
the chance to give free play to their ability 
for other reasons. He says: ’ 

“Hero worship is, for a large part, an 
accommodating interpretation of chance, and 
the history of culture, as well as of politics, 
properly viewed is the saga of the fortunate, 

It is the account of the geniuses and heroes 
who did not go to the bottom, of those who 
were not held down helpless in narrow cir- 
cumstances, whom no illness or accident 
swept away to early graves, whom no youth- 
ful folly ruined for life. It gives us infor- 
mation abont the intelligences and the char- 
acters whose activities found opportunities 
in a land and in a period which had need 
of their powers, of those who got their 
chance in those years when their talents were 
still in bloom, of those whom circumstances 
Placed in a career which allowed them to be 
themselves to the full.” 
* 
Cheer to the Unlucky. 

This eulogy of the mass of geniuses who 
never got their chance and indirect detraction 
from the reputation of the great men whom the 
world was wont to deify has stirred the 
people in every civilized country. It has 
come like balsam to the millions of men of 
ability, of genius, who have been stagnated 
or submerged by adverse conditions, by the 
want of chance. | 

The symptoms by which genius, undevel- 
oped or submerged, can be recognized are 
many. Perhaps the most common symptom 
is the want of good sense or common sense. 
To want what the great Mass calls “ com- 
mon sense” is often a most indisputable 
symptom of genius. A man may be dubbed ° 
stupid. He may be poor company, put this 
often is due to the fact that he is a genius, 
His mind is preoccupied with a certain ides 
which, because of his lack of education and 
opportunities, he is unable to bring ot in 
the light of day. | 

Another common characteristic of genius 
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is forgetfulness. Your wife may be telling 
you to make a purchase for her. You promise 
to do so. But you forget it. It goes out of 


your mind entirely. A quarres may result. : 


She may think that you slight her. But 
you are not slighting her. As a genius, 
though an undeveloped one, though unrecog- 
nized, though you yourself may not know 


you are one, you are afflicted by the forget- : 


ting habit, | 

Men illustrious in poetry and art have 
frequently been melancholic. ‘‘ The tendency 
to melancholy is common to the majority of 
thinkers,” says Lombroso. The man of 
genius feels sorrow more than any other man, 
The poet Goethe, who had the physique of 
a giant and who never knew poverty as did 
many other poets, was nevertheless unhappy. 
He is credited with saying that in all his 
life he did not pass more than four pleasant 
weeks. His moods constantly passed from 
extreme joy to extreme melancholy. Robert 
Burns’ existence was poisoned for him by an 
“incurable taint of melancholia.” The poet 
Schiller during @ spell of melancholia was 
once suspected of being insane. George Sand 
suffered streaks of melancholy which nearly 
drove her to suicide.

Genius Often Lacks Confidence. 

Suspicion is another characteristic of 
genius. Men of genius often misinterpret 
the acts of others and think that they are 
being persecuted: They are often timid and 
backward. They have a tendency to doubt 
themselves. They have po confidence in 
themselves. Many things which to the ordi- 
nary man are trifies appear to the genius as 
insurmountable flifficulties. He fumes and 
frets over them, Thomas | Carlyle was in- 
variably put out by the idea of ordering a 


‘coat or buying gloves. Ernest. Renan had 


his irritability aroused by omnibuses. He 
was under the delusion that conductors re- 
fused to regard him seriously and that on 


‘trains he was always given the worst place. 


Pride is a well known characteristic of 
genius. In-almost every circle there is a 
person who is frequently made fun of because 
he is considered “stuck up.” The chances 
are that the unpleasant characteristic which 
is labeled stuck up -is in reality megalomania 
—delusion of grandeur—with which genius 
is often afflicted. The great poet Dante was 
despised by his contemporaries because he 
considered himself superior to them. Victor 
Hugo was dominated by a fixed idea to be- 
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come the greatest poet and the greatest man 
of all ages. The philosopher Hegel believed

There are many physical characteristics 
by which genius, ‘even though prevented by 
ill fortune and want of opportunity from 
blossoming forth, can be discovered.
